Drawings 

1 . The drawings were received on 20 August 2009. These drawings are accepted. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see pages 1 1 and 12, filed 20 August 2009, with respect to 
amended independent claim 20 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of 
claim 20 and its dependents has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 20-39 are allowed over the Prior Art of record. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reasons 
for allowance of independent claim 20 is the inclusions of the specific limitations of a fluid 
sensor package including the times and associated electrodes for each time in a tuning fork 
resonator mounted on a platform, in combination with an ASIC in electrical communication with 
each electrode of each time, with the operability to determine one or more characteristics of the 
fluid in contact with the tines from a response signal, which is in response to a stimulus signal 
from the ASIC, and which the ASIC determines the fluid characteristic(s) from the response, in 
combination with a secondary component. While the Prior Art discloses some aspects of the 
claimed invention, it fails to disclose the specific details regarding a tuning fork resonator with 
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tines, each having an electrode, providing the functionality claimed with an ASIC and a 
secondary component.
